basis therefor. Any corporate entity that wi shes to submt

evi dence, cross-exan ne w tnesses, or otherwi se participate as a
Prot estant must be represented by |egal counsel in accordance
with the requirenents of Rule 4:8.

(11) On or before April 28, 1998, each Protestant shal
file with the Cerk of the Conm ssion an original and fifteen
(15) copies of the prepared testinony and exhibits the Protestant
intends to present at the hearing, and shall on the sane day,
mail a copy of the sanme to counsel for ACI-VA and ot her
Protestants. Service upon counsel for AC -VA shall be nade at
t he address set forth above.

(12) The Comm ssion Staff shall analyze the reasonabl eness
of ACI-VA's application and present its findings in a Staff
Report to be filed on or before May 1, 1998.

(13) On or before May 1, 1998, if necessary, the Conm ssion
Staff may file with the Cerk of the Comm ssion an original and
fifteen (15) copies of any prepared testinony and exhibits it
intends to present at the public hearing. A copy of the Staff's
direct testinony shall be mailed to counsel for the Applicant and

to each Protestant.



(14) On or before May 8, 1998, the Applicant shall file
with the derk of the Conm ssion an original and fifteen (15)
copies of any testinony it expects to introduce in rebuttal to
any direct prefiled testinony of Staff and Protestants. A copy
of the rebuttal testinony shall be nmailed to Staff and each
Protestant by overnight delivery.

(15) At the commencenent of the hearing schedul ed herein,
ACl - VA shall provide to the Conm ssion proof to the notice and
service required by Odering Paragraphs (3) and (4) herein.

(16) The Applicant shall respond to witten interrogatories
or data requests within seven (7) business days after the receipt
of the same. Protestants shall provide to the Applicant, other
Protestants and Staff any workpapers or docunents used in
preparation of their prefiled testinony, pronptly upon request.
Except as so nodified, discovery shall be in accordance with Part

VI of the Rules.
